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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 3, 1rst paragraph, the Applicant stated 
that Kaplan fails to disclose that its message recipient can automatically receive the message left by the caller by sending to a PBX the 
telephone number left by the caller with message. 

The Examiner respecfully disagrees. 

Kaplan (column 4, lines 29-42) stated that if the message recipient after listen to the caller's message chooses to have the specific phone 
number of the caller automatically dialed, the control interface signals the PBX to automatically dials the number. The recipient could 
retrieve a message left by the caller at the number dialed. In all the five alternative embodiments describe in the specification none of 
them support "the specific signal generated by the first terminal is the same specific signal generated by the second terminal". Therefore 
the Examiner maintains the final rejection. 
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
